Nothing is more terrifying 


to a parent than to see a child 
in a convulsion. In general, 
these are of two kinds—febrile 
and nonfebrile. In the former, 
there is a fever of 104 or 105 
for an hour or two before the 
onset of the convulsion. In an 
adult thik w&sldi'ftSiJhply be 
called chills and fever. Fc- 
br;ile convulsions are common 
ini'children .between the ages 
of 9 and 15 months. They are 
rare in children 
under 6 


months or over 5 years of age. 
They may be associated with 
any febrile disease—a sore 
throat, ear infection, measles, 
etc. They are more ominous 
when they are due to menin- 
gitis or brain fever. 


Nonfebrile convulsions may 


be caused by epilepsy, a low 
blood calcium or low blood 
sugar, lead poisoning, acute 
nephritis or a blow on the 
head. It is important to re- 
member that fever from any 
of the causes mentioned will 
trigger a seizure in a child 
who is subject to nonfebrile 
convulsions. 


Although it is important to 


stop the attack, it is even 
more important to remain 
calm and avoid doing the 
wrong thing. For example, 
don't plunge the child into a 
hot tub but rather give him a 
lukewarm 
s p o n g e b a t h . 


Don't let him fall out of bed 
and injure his head during a 
seizure. Above all. don't try 
to give him anything by mouth 
—not even soothing syrup— 
because he could inhale it and 
choke or get aspiration pneu- 
monia. 


Call a doctor. He may want 


to give an anticonvulsant drug 
by rectum or by intramuscu- 
lar injection. If the child has 
two or more attacks in a year 
he should have a complete 
medical w o r k up. including 
brain waves t electroencephal- 
ogram i and blood chemistry.

Program Broadened

WASHINGTON-( N E A )— 


When you put aside the mat- 
ter of newly enacted higher 
Social Security cash benefits, 
it is in the disability field that 
the program has shown its 
most pronounced expansionist 
tendencies. 


Disability u n d c r. this law 


means you arc unable to "en* 
gage in any substantial gain- 
ful activity." 


A few years back, the re- 


quirement was loosened some- 
what, so you could begin col- 
lecting disability benefits if 
you could demonstrate a dis- 
ability which has lasted 12 
months, is expected to last 
that long, or expected to re- 
sult in death. 
; 


Normally, also, you must 


have Social Security eligibil- 


Jl 


ity, which in this instance 
means having worked five of 
the 10 years before you be- 
came disabled. 


Now, however, If you are 


disabled before age 31, you 
can qualify for benefits with 
less work—down to a mini- 
mum of one and a half years. 


That Is not the only recent 


liberalization. 


Under 1967 amendments to 


the law, a widow whose hus- 
band has worked long enough 
under Social Security to have 
qualified for retirement bene- 
fits can herself be eligible for 
monthly payments as early as 
age 50 if she is severely dis- 
abled. 


To qualify, her disability 


must have started before or 
within seven years of her hus- 
band's death. Her payment 
ranges from 50 per cent to 82 
and one-half per cent of her 


husband's primary retirement 
benefit, depending upon her 
age at the time of her entitle- 
ment to the new disabled 
widow's benefits. 


Persons who resume work- 


ing despite disability can go 
on drawing benefits during a 
"trial worfc period'/ that may 
last as long as nine months. 
Once it is clear you are no 
longer disabled, you still can 
get benefits for three more 
months. 


If you should become dis- 


abled a second time, you can 
start drawing benefits quickly, 
provided that the new disa- 
bility arises within five years 
after the previous one ended, 
and the new handicap is ex- 
pected to last at least a year 
or to result In death. 


The size of disability bene- 


fits depends on the worker's 
average earnings under Social 
Security. 
He gets what he 


would otherwise draw upon re- 
tiring at age 65, even though 
the disability payment may 
come to him at any age under 


The^ Comedians'— 
Civil R^hts Opus

HOLLYWOOD (NEA) 


Mid all the talk about how daring "Guess 


Who's Coming to Dinner"-"is—with its inter- 
racial love story—another film which has 
civil rights significance has been curiously 
overlooked, 


That film is "The Comedians." And Ray- 


mond St. Jacques, the* superb Negro actor 
who appears in it with Elizabeth Taylor and 
Richard Burton, thinks it is more important, 
from the standpoint of its significance. 


"I'm the heavy in it," St. Jacques says. 


"And I'm a unqualified,; h e a v y—brutal, 
sadistic, no redeeming virtues at all. To me, 
that's a bigger step forward. The fact that 
I can beat up an old lady like Lillian Gish 
means more to the cause ,pf civil rights, I 
think, than does 'Guess Who's Coming to 
Dinner.' " 


St. Jacques is not a militant in civil rights 


matters, yet he feels that more progress 
should—and could—have been made in Holly- 
wood in that area. 


"Sure there's been some progress," he 


says, "but not as much as there should have 
been. They hired me as a regular on Raw- 
hide but then didn't have the courage to use 
me very much. We would all ride in to town 
and the rest of them would go into the bar but 
I'd excuse myself and stay with the herd. 


"And 1 think It's outrageous that they 


haven't done anything to build more Negro 
stars, People like James Earl Jones—a fine 
actor—and Diana Sands—one of (he greatest 
actresses in (he world, bar none—should be 
built up. Hut they do nothing." 


St. Jacques just did a part in John Wayne's 


"The Green Berets," and he enjoyed it. He 
eveti enjoyed working in the South—most of 
it was filmed in arid around Ft. Beririing in 
Georgia—more than he expected to. He's 
from New Haven, Conn., and this'was the 
first time he'd ever been in the Deep South. 


'T had anticipated trouble," he says. "1 


asked for two armed guards. But I got there 
and they were all very polite and pleasant 
and there was no trouble at all. 


"In a way, I find Southern bigots better— 


they'll say, 'Nigger, you're not wanted here.' 
You know how to deal with it. But these 
Southern California bigots, they're tough— 
they smile at you and then knife you."
